Possibility of Summit 
Parley Left Open as 
He Prepares to Fly 
to Europe. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles today voiced confidence 
that Dulles’s forthcoming talks 
the western allies will 
demonstrate determination to 
rebuff Soviet threats 

The expression of confidence 
was set forth 
by Dulles conference 
with Mr. Eisenhower. The ses- 
sion at the White House ended 
shortly before Dulles’s depar- 
ture for talks in London, Paris 
and Bonn. 

Dulles reported that he and 
Mr. Eisenhower “considered 
together the highly compli- 
cated situation that devel- 
oping as a result of Soviet 
threats, particularly with 
spect to Berlin.” 

He said it might be useful 
later to hold talks among rep- 
resentatives of the powers

A key point made by medi-

biotics is that many of these 
preparations; hurled into the 
market like bombshells in the 


fight against disease, add noth- 


ing to the doctor’s armament 
except confusion and may, in 
fact, 


serve to retard the prog- 
ress of medicine. 

The confusion, they say, is 
caused by the multiplicity of 
trade names that describe what 
is basically the same substance. 
The danger is that, instead of 
finding out what is wrong with 
his patient and prescribing for 
a specific ailment, doctors will 
rely too heavily on the shotgun 


therapy of store-bought mix- 
tures. 
Flipping through the pages 


of medical journals, one finds 
sleek and impressive advertise- 
ments extolling the merits of 
this or that pharmaceutical 
product aimed at coping with 
a variety of -ailments. The 
brand name is in massive type, 
often, and beneath it the name 
of the basic antibiotic and what 
has been added. if anything. 

Trade Names on Prescriptions. 

It is a testament to the effi- 
ciency of these advertisements, 
augmented by direct mail, per- 
sonal visits by sales representa- 
tives and other techniques, that 
doctors frequently know and 
prescribe an antibiotic by its 
trade rather than its official] 
name 

A widely known medical 
teacher and research scientist 
told the Post-Dispatch he felt 
sure some of the drug manu- 
facturers had a special I.B.M 
machine for naming new prod- 
ucts—first the basic substance. 
then the basic substance plus 
something else, then a still 
greater package drug whipped 
up to answer a rival concern’s 
competition 

“Look at this one.” he said, 
pointing to an ad bearing the 
brand name in boxcar type 
and the ingredients in  ex- 
tremely small tvpe below 
“You ean't read what the 
contents are. This isn’t a new 
drug, it’s a mixture. 

“They don’t want 
know what's in it, 
want you to know 
name. 

‘There are too many drugs 
on the market in too many 
fixed combinations under too 
many different names which 
confuse rather than add any- 
thing. That's our viewpoint.” 

Soap-Selling Technique. 

He remarked that the drug 
industry had a perfect right to 
disseminate information about 
its wares, and a great deal of 
good was done thereby. but he 
was shocked at the extent to 
which medical advertising had 
succumbed since World War II

This point was made also by 
Dr. Harry F. Dowling of Chica- 
go, professor of medicine at the 
University of Illinois. who has 
been a leader among those trvy- 
ing to restore order in the 
antibiotics field.

Medical Association in late 
1957, he observed: 
“Within recent years’ the 


drug industry has discovered 
that the techniques that had 
been used so successfully in 
the advertising of soaps and | 
tooth pastes and of cigarettes, 
automobiles and whisky could 
be used as successfully to ad- 
vertise drugs to doctors. 

“Advertising to doctors has 
become flamboyant, as shown 
by two-page gaily colored 
spreads in nearly every medi- 
cal journal. Advertising has 
become incessant; nearly iden- 
tical advertisements for a new 
drug appear in each day’s mail | 
for weeks on end. Advertising | 
is without question confusing. 
The multiplicity of trade names 
makes it difficult to remem- | 
ber the actions and uses of 
any.” . 
Defenders of Practice. 

Medical scientists objecting 
to what they regard to be ad- 
vertising abuses often are the 
same ones who deplore the 
trade’s tendency to flood doc- 
tors with a seemingly endless 
variety of drugs in _ fixed | 
therapeutic combinations, The | 
two objections are related, 
since most “new” preparations | 
are such mixtures.

issue. Defenders see the drug | 
houses in a maznificent and 
determined onslaught against 
disease, exploring every ave- 
nue in their competitive zeal, 
shouting the good news and 
providing maximum conveni- 
ence and assistance to the busy 
physician. 


The variance of opinion 
among reputable scientists on 
use of antibiotics in fixed 


combination has been strong- 
ly illumined in the pages of a 
monthly publication called An- | 
tibiotic Medicine &. Clinical 
Therapy. It publishes reports 
of progress and research in the 
field. 


Editor in chief is Dr. Henry 
Welch, who is director of the 
division of antibiotics in the | 


Food and Drug Administration 
at Washington. He is a bac- | 
teriologist. and holds a Ph.D. 
rather than a medical degree. 
His editorial board includes 
many eminent medical doctors. 

In the November 1956 issue 
Dr. Welch published a signed 
editorial in which he hailed 
the arrival of a “third era” 
in antibiotic therapy, an era 
of combined therapy in which 
doctors would customarily use 
combinations of agents, particu- 
arly those showing better ef- 
ficiency when used together in 
attacking bateria. 


— 


The first era, Dr. Welch 
noted. was that of narrow- 
spectrum antibiotics, penicillin 


and streptomycin, and the sec- 
ond was the use of broad spect- 
rum - agents effective against 
a wider range of targets. In 
the third, the single “magic 
bullets” were being replaced 
by a barrage. 
Contrary Viewpoint. 

Prompt disagreement with 
the optimistic Welch viewpoint 
was expressed in the journal’s 
January 1957 issue by Dr. 
Maxwell Finland of Harvard 
University Medical School. 
Joining Dr. Finland were Dr. 
Dowling and some 18 other 
medical investigators 

Dr. Finland, referring to the 
Fourth Annual Antibiotic Sym- 
posium held in Washington in 
1956, doubted that the enthu- 
Siasm generated there for cer- 
tain new combinations was 
justified, on the basis of ex- 
perimenal data not yet fully 
proven. 

As for antibiotics in fixed 
combinations, Dr. Finland ques- 
tioned whether their potential 
was more for good than for 
harm. Among other things, he 
said, the patient for whom the 
commercial mixture was pre- 
scribed might be getting more 
of one or both drugs than he 
needed, and suffering needless 
exposure to side effects. 

Dr. Finland warned against 
accepting the trend to fixed an- 
tibiotic preparations as inevi- 
table. There is a duty, he said, 
to protect the medical profes- 
sion and the public from the 
“improper and premature” ex- 
ploitation of conclusions based 
on inadequate studies. 

Doctors being. for the most 
part an independent, well-in- 
formed and dedicated group, 
medical literature in the last | 
few years is replete with pro- 
tests against abuse and exploi- 
tation of antibiotics. The same | 
journals that carry these stric- | 
tures often are packed: with | 
examples of the ad man’s skill. 

Ads Not Without Benefits. 

It should be noted, too, in 
fairness to the pharmaceutical 
houses, that their advertising 
facilities the publication and

BILL AT HEARING 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (AP) 
~The United States Chamber 
of Commerce contended today 
that the Kennedy labor bill 
Was inadequate and “holds out 
little hope of accomplishing 
any thorough-going reform.” 

In a sweeping criticism of 
the bill by Senator John F. 
Kennedy (Dem.), Massachu- 
setts, the Chamber said also 
the measure again includes un- 
related matters which it said 
“blocked labor reform at the 
last Congress.” 

The big busines, organiza- 
tion’s views were presented to 
a Senate subcoommittee in a 
statement by Gerard D. Reilly. 
Washington lawyer. 

Reilly also criticized some 
provisions of a bill on the 
Same subject sponsored by the 
Eisenhower Administration. 

Among other things. Ken- 
nedy’s bill proposes to curb 
labor racketeering by requir- 
ing detailed public financial re- 
ports from both unions and 
employers, by barring convict- 
ed felons from union posts and 
by requiring secret balloting in 
union elections. The drive for 
it grew out of hearings con- 
ducted by a special Senate 
committee headed bv Senator 
John L, McClellan (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas. 

Unrelated Issues, He Says. 

Reilly said the bill went too 
far in some respects and not 
far enough in others. 

‘ is extremely unfortun- 
ate,” he said, “that a bill pur- 
portedly dealing with labor re- 
form should also raise so many 
issues bearing no relationship 
to any of the abuses uncovered 
by the McClellan committee.” 


Obviously referring to in- 
clusion of some _ proposed 
changes in the Taft-Hartley 


law, Reilly added: 

“It was this technique which 
blocked labor reform at the 
last Congress. A repetition of 
such tactics this year raises the 
question of whether some of 
the union spokesmen who pub- 
licly champion the cause of 
labor reform are not more in- 
terested in preventing any leg- 
islation on the subject.” 

Reilly specifically objected 
to inclusion of provisions af- 
fecting jurisdiction of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
and permitting replaced 
strikers to vote in representa- 
tion elections. 

On the other hand, Reilly 
said, the bill “is completely si- 
lent about organizational pick- 
eting or closing the loopholes 
in the secondary boycott pro- 
visions of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
despite the fact that the Mc- 
Clellan hearings had disclosed 

... that these are the very de- 
vices by which racketeering 
labor leaders . . . have seized 
economic power in our great 
metropolitan centers... .” 

Definition of Terms. 

Organizational picketing is 
the named used for picketing 
of the premises of a firm a 
union hopes to organize. A sec- 
ondary boycott occurs when a 
union pressures other employ- 
ers not to do business with the 
employer with which the union 
is involved in a labor dispute. 

A rival bill sponsored by 
the Eisenhower Administration 
would curb both these prac- 
tices, but Reilly said that, 
while the measure was com- 
mendable in many respects, it 
would widen picketing abuses, 
“not remedy them.” He did not 
elaborate. 

He contended also that pro- 
visions in the Kennedy bill re- 
quiring financial reporting by 
employers were too broad and 
“are completely unfair.” Em- 
ployers particularly criticized 
such provisions in the unsuc- 
cessful labor control bill spon- 
sored last year by Kennedy 
and former Senator Irving Ives 
(Rep.), New York, Kennedy 
said some less stringent provi- 
sions affecting employer re- 
ports were in this year’s bill.

Post Office Row on Garage Site

Several possible compromise 
solutions of the controversy be- 
tween the city and the Post Of- 
fice Department over acquisi- 
tion of a block bounded by 
Clark avenue, Walnut, Fif- 
teenth and Sixteenth streets 
were advanced today at a meet- 
ing at City Hall. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
told a group of postal officials 
the city had been studying the 
site for the last 18 months for 
an off-street parking facility, 
unaware until last December 
that the Post Office had de- 
signs on the block for a truck 
loading facility. The block is 
west of the southern half of 
Kiel Auditorium. 

Architect Eugene Mackey, 
employed by the city to study 
the site, suggested a compro- 
mise under which the city 
would proceed with its plans 
but convert the ground level 
beside Clark avenue to a truck 
loading faciilty for lease to the 
Post Office. 

Eastern Half for City. 

Mackey and Charles L. Far- 
ris, executive director of the 
Land Clearance Authority, sug- 
gested the city might use only 
the eastern half of the block 
for one garage and construct 
another garage on the block 
between Market, Walnut, Six- 
teenth and Seventeenth streets. 

In line with this suggestion, 
the Post Office would use the 
western half of the contested 
block and the full block imme- 
diately west of it, with Six- 
teenth street closed off. The 
single structure could be con- 
nected to the present new Post 
Office Building by a bridge 
over Seventeenth. 

Under this plan, the total 
parking space in the two city 
facilities would be only 1900, 
as compared with 2800 if the 
city could follow its original |

Meanwhile, a bill that would 
in effect give the city of St. 
Louis control over the annual 
budget of the police depart- 
ment was introduced in the 
House today.

This means that the Esti- 
mate Board, composed of the 
Mayor, Comptroller and Pres- 
ident of the Board of Alder- 
men, could revise the Police 
Department’s budget down- 
ward if necessary.

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 3 
(UPIi—United States District 
Judge James C. Connell 
blocked the Government's spe- 
cial grand jury investigation 
of labor unions in the area at 
least temporarily today by 
voiding subpenas calling for 
appearance of 13 union leaders 
with their records. 

Judge Connell declared that 
the Government was on a 
“fishing expedition.” He said 
he was voiding the subpenas 
as “oppressive and unreason- 
able.”

“Il’ll have to talk this over 
with my staff,” said Max H. 
Goldschein, Justice Depart- 
ment attorney heading the in- 
vestigation. “It appear this 
will stop the grand jury from 


continuing.” 


No Specific Charges. 

Connell in explaining his ac- 
tion said: 

“There is nothing specific in 
any of these subpenas under 
our consideration. The only 
thing specific is that they want 
all the books and papers of 
these people 

“There is nothing in these 
subpenas to indicate what the 
searchers have in mind. They 
don’t say what crime they have 
in mind or what books or

ADDIS ABABA, Feb. 3. 


HE UNITED NATIONS ECONOMIC COMMISSION FOR 
T AFRICA at the moment consists of one very large Sudanese

one very small Chinese 


and white United Nations flag 
that

This is the beginning of an effort to lead all of Africa from 


poverty and backwardness to 

Mekki Abbas of Khartoum, 
a Sudanese who stands 6 feet 
6 inches tall, is executive sec- 
retary of the new U.N.-com- 
mission. He is assisted tem- 
porarily by Wu Chi-yuen, a 
graduate of the London school 
of economics, on loan from the 
U.N. headquarters in New 
York. Their effort to prope 
the second largest continent— 
and economically the least de- 
veloped—into the Twentieth 
Century is not quite the un- 
even struggle that it would ap- 
pear. These two men are but 
the spearhead of a mighty and 
swelling army 

Staff Being Recruited. 

In the first place they are 
engaged just now in recruiting 
a staff that eventually will total 
some 200 people to be based 
in this remote and _ isolated 
kingdom. In the second place 
the efforts of these people will 
be directed chiefly at co-ordi- 
nating the activities of a great 
many forces, all pushing in the 
same direction—the economic 
and social development of 
Africa. 

Such forees include other 
United Nations agencies such 
as those concerned with techni- 
cal assistance, health, child 
welfare, agriculture, labor and 
education and the World Bank 
They also include development 
programs of nations outside 
Africa increasingly focused on 
this continent such as the vari- 
ous United States foreign aid 
and loan schemes. 

Finally the forces 
Abbas and Wu include the et- 
forts of the African people, 
the most important force of all 

Peasants in Round Huts. 

What is the outlook for eco- 
nomic development in Africa 

The broad base of African 
economy is still the peasant 
who grows just enough food 
for his own family—the subsis- 
tence farmer. Typically he 
lives in a round hut, the walls 
of which consist of mud 
jammed into a framework of 
criss-cross sticks and covered 
with a waterproof plaster of 
cow dung mixed with ashes 
This is topped by a thatched 
roof 

It has a 


—s 


assisting 


dirt floor 
about a foot above the sur- 
rounding earth and finished 
with cow dung and ashes. In 
fact this is a surprisingly sound 
dwelling, and in rural Africa 
housing is not a pressing prob- 
lem 

Below the level of this type 
of farmer is the African who 
moves from clearing to clear- 
ing as the land becomes ex- 
hausted. Of necessity he lives 
in a much less adequate house, 
a temporary dwelling of sticks 
and thatch, and his agriculture 
is likely to be considerably less 
advanced 

Some Herders. 

There are cattle and goat 
herding Africans who practice 
soil cultivation in a very minor 
way, only, and at the very bot- 
tom of the economic ladder are 
still a few who live wholly by 
gathering forest foods and by 
hunting wild game. Some wild 
food and game gathering goes 
on all over Africa as a supple- 
mentary economic activity. 

If one were to look merely 
at this broad base of Africa’s 
economy the only consolation 
would be that any effort at ec- 
onomic development would be 
all to the good. The fatal de- 
fect of subsistence farming is 
that a single crop failure is 
an immediate disaster; there is 
no margin of security. In a 
sense the whole purpose of ec- 
onomic development, including 
industrialization, is to create 
an ever widening margin of 
safety—to increase the ability 
of human beings 
the necessities for maintaining 
life until the margin is so wide 
it can support activities not 
directly concerned with such 
production. 

Culture in Cities. 
At this point what is known

They see the cities as the 
places where they may obtain 
education, either in the formal 
sense of schooling or in a more

Race and culture’ proud 
Europeans in Africa tend to 
See the cities of this continent 
as p.iaces created by the white 
man to which the African now 
rushes as an unwanted in- 
truder. There is some truth in 
this contention but not much. 

Addis Ababa was created in 
Ethiopia by Africans. founded 
on slavery. Timbuktu in the 
west predates most of the cities 
of Europe. Furthermore even 
in cities created by Europeans 
as the architects the workers 
who built them were African 
and the workers who man them 
today are African. 

Cities Expanding. 

Since social and economic 
Stalistics are almost nonexist- 
in Africa it is impossible to 
give an accurate overall figure 
to express the extent of urban- 
ization. Swollen cities are a 
typical characteristic of the 
continent today, however 

This is at once a problem 
for the present and a promise 
for the future. The Leopold- 
ville riots in a sense grew out 
of this process of urbanization. 

The same process has pene- 
trated deeply into the tradi- 
tional tribal structures of Af- 
rica aS men and women come 
and go between the villages 
and cities.

Too Many Farmers 


The attitude toward the farm 
program expressed in your edi- 
torial “Dead End on the Farm” 
puzzles me. You imply that sub- 
sidies are a necessity and that 
the only improvement that can 
be made in our farm program is 
to find new methods of distribut- 
ing these subsidies. I disagree 
with you. Why don’t we all face 
up to the cause of the farm prob- 
lem? 

Over the years sentimentalism 
and political favoritism have pre- 
vented the normal evolution of 
the family farm to the agricul- 
tural factory. 

In the last 30 years the capacity 
for production due to increased 
mechanism, knowledge of soil 
chemistry, availability and devel- 
opment of hybrids has not been 
balanced by a decrease in the 
number of producers or an in- 
crease in the number of consum- 
ers. - 

The result is that this country 
now has twice as many farmers 
as it needs and more and more 
they are becoming a luxury we 
cannot afford. Our surpluses are 
the products of an unnecessary 
labor force that subsists ea 
parasite on direct and indirect 
subsidies paid by the other cit- 
izens. 

What we need to do is to stop 
all price supports and Govern- 
ment loans to agriculture imme- 
diately and use this money to 
help displaced farmers move their 
families and find gainful employ- 
ment. The initial cost of this aid 
might exceed the cost of the farm 
program but the end would be 
clearly in sight. Of immediate 
benefit to the whole country 
would be lower food prices. 

If the present program of sub- 
sidies is continued it will grow 
ever larger and more expensive. 
Those who live “down on the 
farm” want to drive Cadillacs as 
well as tractors.

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Widening Question Mark 


Is the Fulton power deal symptomatic of 
much broader matters that deserve examina- 
tion in Missouri State Government? From 
two widely separate quarters come sugges- 
tions which raise serious questions about the 
uses to which state purchasing is being put. 

The Columbia Tribune reports that Gov. 
Blair wishes all state institutions to stop gen- 
erating their own power, and that the electric 
supply of the University of Missouri and the 
Ellis Fischel State Cancer Hospital may be 
affected (a forecast borne out by Gov. Blair’s 
rejecton of the university’s request for a new 
power capacity). And in our letter column to- 
day a business man whose company has sold 
equipment to the state writes that many con- 
cerns are not getting a chance to bid on state 
business. 

The plain implications of both these reports 
are that open bidding is being replaced with 
secret favoritism, as charged in the Fulton 
deal. A legislative investigation ought to fol- 
low up those lines of inquiry and determine 
exactly what is going on.

The contract for Fulton State Hospital with 
the Missouri Power and Light Co., which Gov. 
Blair, a former attorney for that utility, had 
the Public Health and Welfare Division sign, 
tends to bear out the Tribune’s report. It 
contains the curious provision that the hos- 
pital “will not during the term of this con- 
tract install any electric generating facili- 
ties,” but may effect “repairs” on its present 
facilities. This provision could easily have 
the effect of preventing the hospital from 
generating any power of its own after its 
present equipment wears out. 

Why should such a provision, which is 
strictly none of the Missouri Power & Light 
Co.’s business, be written into a contract? Why 
should the State of Missouri offer to give up 
its own generating plants in return for the 
privilege of buying from Missouri Power & 
Light? Why should the Governor impair the 
state’s bargaining position for electric power 
by closing off alternate sources and leaving 
state institutions in more of a position of hav- 
ing to take it or leave it in their dealings 
with a private supplier?

If Gov. Blair wants to stop the generating 
of power by state institutions, let him seek 
that objective openly, through the Legisla- 
ture. It is an important question of state 
policy, too important by far to be settled by 
indirection and default, without public knowl- 
edge or public debate, by means of obscure 
clauses in contracts secretly executed. 

The business man’s communication printed 
in our letters column today refers to the same 
disquieting indications that the State of Mis- 
souri is not always getting the benefits of the 
briskest possible bidding for its business now- 
adays. He says those $200 chairs for legisla- 
tors, which have caused so much criticism 
from readers recently, were bought without 
any request for bids from him or from seyeral 
other firms he knows about, and he hazards 
the guess that they could have been bought a 
great deal cheaper. 

All this adds up to quite a bit of smoke, but 
it is up to the House investigating committee 
just appointed to find out how much fire 
there may be. We trust that no partisan con- 
siderations will be permitted to stand in the 
way of a thorough airing of the whole ques- 
tion, as it relates both to power supply and 
state purchasing policies in general. 

A lot of Missourians are very much con- 
cerned over what has happened at Fulton, 
and its implications; surely they are not all 
outside the Legislature. 


No Seeker of Gifis 


President Arturo Frondizi of Argentina has 
used his tour of the United States to impress 
North Americans with his intelligence, hon- 
esty and dedication to democracy. Having 
“met” the Argentine President on TV, Ameri- 
cans may well wonder if this is the man who 
was described as a “leftist” when he was 
elected a year ago. 

A better description of him came from a 
State Department official who said, “It’s a 
unique experience to hear a man admit that 
his country is in trouble and to proclaim pub- 
licly that it is up to the Argentines to get 
themselves out.” 

Just before he flew to Washington, Presi- 
dent Frondizi was compelled to halt a costly 
strike against his new austerity program. 
After a decade of the loose-handed Peron dic- 
tatorship, Argentines are not accustomed to 
belt tightening. Traditionally, they have 
looked upon the United States as a competi- 
tor, and thus many have been critical of the 
Frondizi visit. Yet Mr. Frondizi came, and 
made it plain that he did not come for gov- 
ernment loans or grants, but hoped for pri- 
vate investment. 

The very modesty and forthrightness of 
President Frondizi’s appeal is a challenge to 
Administration policy. That policy is to rely 
primarily on private rather than public funds 
in bolstering democracy in Latin America. Is 
that not exactly what Mr. Frondizi seeks from 
the United States? 


Off Greenland’s Icy Shores 


There are few places other than the east 
coast of Greenland where man and modern 
science would be more handicapped in a test 
of strength with the never quite conquered 
oceans. The violent northeasters, the extreme 
glaciation that begets ice hazards, and the 
polar current are the most dangerous weapons 
the wild north Atlantic possesses. With them 
it has won a terrible victory over the 2875-ton 
Hans Hedtoft, which was specially built for 
the waters in which it sank, and the 95 per- 
sons who were aboard. 

The story of the Hedtoft is in marked con- 
trast with that of the Titanic, which went 
down in 1912 several hundred miles south- 
west of Greenland’s southern tip. The 48,000- 
ton Titanic was the last word in luxury, but 
-it had lifeboats for only 1000 persons. 

The little Hedtoft had radar and other navi- 
gation aids. It was built with a double bottom, 
and a hull designed to withstand pack ice. It 
had radio-equipped lifeboats and rafts suffi- 
cient for 200 persons. The ship was con- 
structed for carrying freight and passengers 
between Godthaab and Copenhagen and with 
the knowledge that ice of all kinds and in 
abundance would be encountered on every 
trip. Ice was not so likely nor its menaces so 
great off Labrador, where the Titanic sank in 
calm weather on a starlit night. Both ships 
were on their maiden voyages. 

When the Hedtoft sent out its distress call 
at 11:54 a.m. last Friday, it was in heavy seas. 
Then came fog, followed by snow. Rescue 
ships, including the Coast Guard’s Campbell 
on Ocean Station Bravo 300 miles away, were 


handicapped by foul weather. The task of 
seeking survivors is unbelievably difficult. 
Tossing about in small boats in mountainous 
seas, they would be hard to spot. 


The search goes on. There is still the hope 
so well expressed by Lord Byron: 


"Tis thus with people in an open boat, 

They live upon the love of life and bear 

More than can be believed or even thought, 

And stand like rocks the tempests’ wear 
and tear. 


But off eastern Greenland there is more to 
endure than Lord Byron probably had in 
mind. 


Mr. Nixon’s Assignment 


In naming Vice President Nixon as head 
of a special Cabinet committee to study the 
problem of inflation, President Eisenhower 
has given him an opportunity to be of genu- 
ine service and to bring himself more posi- 
tively to the fore as a presidential possibility. 


“The prime purpose of this committee,” in 
Mr. Nixon’s words, “is to conduct studies and 
make recommendations to business, labor and 
government for action which will assure max- 
imum economic growth.” This covers the vast 
area of production, employment, purchasing 
power, price stability—in fact, the economic 
goals of the nation. 


The real problems are likely to arise in 
trying to keep growth in productivity in bal- 
ance with such essentials as full employment. 
There is a warning of possible trouble ahead 
in the fact that recovery from the recent re- 
cession has not been fully matched by a recov- 
ery in employment. The increasing automa- 
tion of industry may multiply this disparity 
if reasonable counter-measures are not taken. 

Another disparity is the one brought so 
brilliantly to public attention by Prof. Gal- 
braith of Harvard, the discrepancy between 
the prosperity of the business side of the na- 
tion and the poverty of some vital public serv- 
ices: education, care of the sick, housing, city 
redevelopment, highway construction and all 
that is provided by the tax dollar rather than 
by free enterprise. 


A free economy cannot be controlled by 
decrees. But it would be blind to argue 
against certain elements of planning in the 
American economy; for example, the opera- 
tions of the Federal Reserve Board and, more 
importantly, the volume of government spend- 
ing. There is more to the prevention of infla- 
tion than a stubborn demand for a balanced 
federal budget. 


The Nixon committee, if it takes its assign- 
ment seriously, can make a substantial con- 
tribution to resolving the discrepancies of our 
affluent society. 


More Than Posters 


“Government on all levels has done almost 
everything possible to preserve the city’s cen- 
tral core area,’ Mayor Tucker told downtown 
business men the other day. “On the other 
hand, there remains much more to be done 
by private capital to make this program com- 
plete and successful.” 

The Mayor gave private interests full credit 
for their participation in the Plaza apartments 
and Mill Creek Valley project and for such 
new construction as there has been. 

But there was sharpness behind his friend- 
ly manner as he compared this with the start 
of work on the riverfront national park, off- 
street parking plans, the building of 6200 
public housing units and the planning of 1250 
more, three new expressways and the build- 
ing of a new state and a new federal office 
building, not to mention the substantial con- 
tribution of money, planning and man hours 
to the Plaza and Mill Creek projects by gov- 
ernmental agencies. 


This challenge was sharpened when he 
mentioned the contributions made by private 
interests to the rehabilitation of Chicago, Phil- 
adelphia and Washington. As the Mayor said, 
governments can do just so much; private 
leadership must make sure that private inter- 
ests do their share of the job. 


The Mayor confronted private enterprise 
with a specific test; the building of a 50,000- 
seat stadium just south of the downtown area. 
All manner of activities from church conven: 
tions to baseball games could be held in such 
a structure. Imaginatively designed, it would 
be a magnet attracting thousands of persons 
to downtown St. Louis. And it could spark 
a dozen other impressive improvements. 


Downtown St. Louis is far from doomed. 
Compared with what is at stake, relatively 
little must be done to make it sparkle again. 
We have a feeling that the Mayor is right in 
his faith that it will be done. 


Equal Opportunity in the County 


Are all children in St. Louis county entitled 
to equality of educational opportunity? 

If the answer is Yes, as unquestionably it 
must be in a democracy, then the school re- 
organization proposals to be voted on next 
Tuesday in nine of the county’s 29 districts 
surely deserve to be approved. The principle 
of equal opportunity does not yet operate in 
the county as a whole. The consolidation pro- 
posals represent a tiny step toward seeing 
that it does. 

Even if all are approved, however, a great 
deal still will remain to be done. Some 
county children will have as little as $211 
spent on them each year (Kinloch), while 
others (Clayton) will have $837. Seventeen 
of the 29 districts are unable to spend the 
county-wide average of $382 per pupil. 

One method of assuring a standard level 
of educational opportunity throughout the 
county was recommended by the Metropoli- 
tan St. Louis Survey’s university political 
scientists and later indorsed by the St. Louis- 
St. Louis county White House Conference on 
Education. This involves a county-wide school 
tax equalization to provide a uniform base 
for education. Unfortunately, it cannot be 
put into effect without legislation in Jeffer- 
son City. 

The first month of the Legislature’s five- 
month biennial regular session has ended. 
So far no bill for tax equalization within the 
county has been introduced. Those who 
favor this method have a positive obligation 
to see that such a measure is offered and 
passed. 

Otherwise the financially less favored dis- 
tricts, which constitute a majority, will have 
to force a vote on an extensive district re- 
organization. One way or the other, county 
parents are going to insist on equal opportu- 
nities for their children regardless of the 
accident of their home addresses.

fortunes, inherited about $75,-

Mr. Astor’s father, John 
Jacob Astor III, perished in| 
the sinking of the steamship |

Originator of ‘The 400. | 


Mr. Astor’s grandmother was 
the social figure whose ball-

ciety and the term “the 400” 
was originated. 

Mr. Astor had recovered only 
recently from an illness and 
was preparing to leave for his 
winter home near. Phoenix, 
Ariz.. when he died 

William Vincent Astor, was 
an ardent yachtsman and made 
many cruises to the South Seas 
to collect fish, birds and ani- 
mals for New York and Ber- 
muda zoos. In 1938 he piloted 
his own yacht through a hur- 
ricane off the Atlantic coast. 

He and his yacht saw active 
duty in the Navy in World 
War I. His vessel was the flag- 
ship of the first convoy to leave 
the United States when this 
country entered the conflict.

Rabbi Prinz, national presi- 
dent of the American Jewish 
Congress, spoke to a luncheon 
meeting of Jewish leaders here 
at the Mayfair Hotel. He is 
concluding an extended tour 
of the United States and will 
address a general assembly of 
the St. Louis American Jewish 
Congress tonight at 8 o'clock 
at the Ambassador Kingsway 
Hotel. 

Declaring it did not matter 
that Jews were the ones hit in 
the Atlanta bombing, Rabbi 
Prinz said Jews must concern 
themselves with the attack on 
religious freedom. 

“The Jew in America is se- 
cure and will remain so as long 
as democracy is secure,” he 
said. “The ideals and dreams 
of America are at stake in the 
South today, and we must 
clean our own house. Time is 
running out. 

“A Jew cannot fight for his 
rights as a member of a mi- 
nority unless he also fights for 
minorities.” 
his arrival here vyester- 
Rabbi Prinz said Ameri- 
must liberate themselves 
rom their “racial provincial- 
ism” before the civil rights 
issue will cease to be a prob- 
lem.

More About Bears 


Both Washington Univer- 
sity’s new athletic directcr 
and its recently-retired foot- 
ball coach sympathize with 
the late Blair a 
Gullion’s con- 
cern about the 
future of 
sports on the 
Hilltop, but 
neither Harry 
Burrus nor 
Carl Snavely 
is as fearful 
that the Bears 
are likely to 
drop intercol- 
legiate ath- 
letics. 

As mentioned yesterday, 
Gullion, the man _ brought 
here 12 years to set up Wash- 
ington’s puritanical post-war 
athletic program, felt that 
developments the last two or 
three years had endangered 
varsity sports on the campus. 

The administrator and coach 
who died unexpectedly last 
Friday night was worried be- 
cause he felt there was oppo- 
sition in some portions of the

faculty, as well as further 
handicaps to athletics in 
higher tuition costs and 


stepped-up academic stand- 
ards. He pointed out to a 
former Washington U. bas- 
ketball star, Dr. Stan Lon- 
don, that the government 
indirectly had subsidized ath- 
letes through G.I. education- 
al grants after World War 
II and the Korean War. 


Burrus, former professional 
football player and Hilltop 
gridiron assistant who suc- 
ceeded Gullion as athletic di- 
rector last March, agreed 
that circumstances had made 
athletes easier to attract 
previously than at present. 

“I’m optimistic that we can 
carry on, however,” he said. 
“Yes, I know of one depart- 
ment head who felt we could 
well do without intercolle- 
giate athletics for budgetary 
reasons, but he is in a dis- 
tinct minority, I’m sure. I’m 
certain Chancellor Shepley 
has a healthy regard for ath- 
letics’ part in a well-rounded 
educational program.” 


Indifferent Attitude 


Snavely disagreed mildly 
with Gullion’s feeling that 
the distinguished Gray Fox 
of the gridiron had been re- 
lieved of his football coach- 
ing duties because he had 
sought too vigorously to ac- 
quire more consideration for 
athletes in class work schedul- 
ing and availability for prac- 
tice. 

“I know Blair felt I 
should have been allowed to 
coach until I was 70, the 
mandatory retirement age for 

teaching facult:, and I ap- 
preciate this thought,” said 
Snavely, “but the university 
chose to interpret the foot- 
ball coaching position as ad- 
ministrative, requiring my 
retirement at my _ present 
age, 68. I have no quarrel 
with that interpretation.” 

The veteran big-name 
coach, glowing with pride 
over his invitation to return 
in April for a weekend hon- 
oring him at Cornell, where 
he coached nine seasons, said 
he agreed with Gullion and 
Burrus that the basic Wash- 
ington athletic program was 
—" and right,” observ- 
ng: 

“Under reasonably favor- 
able circumstances, it would 
be a model that other schools 
could follow to advantage.” 
Snavely noted, however, 
that while he hadn’t been 
aware of the alleged faculty 
opposition Gullion felt, he 
had found indifference. 
“Indifference,” he said, “is 
sometimes as bad as opposi- 
tion — or even worse.” 
Explaining athletic obsta- 


cles now in existence at 
Washington U., Snavely 
said: 

“Rapidly rising tuition 


costs definitely are a factor 
in discouraging sons of aver- 
age-income families. Even 
more so, is the very definite 
advance in academic stan- 
dards due to new department 
heads who seem to have the | 
idea they'll make Washing- 
ton into another M.I.T. or 
University of Chicago. 


‘No School Spirit’ 


“In addition,” Snavely went 
on thoughtfully, “there has 
been a definite tendency of 
all in authority to give way 
to demands for and in be- 
half of intramural sports. 
There’s considerable frater- 
nity spirit, but no _ school 
spirit. The intramural pro- 
gram seems to be given all 
the breaks.” 

Unfortunately, Washing- 
ton’s post-war program pro- 
viding for no aid other than 
through academic _scholar- 
ships has not proved suf- 
ficiently attractive to enough 
students, alumni and faculty 

. to produce sizeable crowds 
at either football or basket- 
ball games. Attendance has 
dwindled further in defeat. 

Well-coached Hilltop teams, 
more highly spirited than all 
except the hard-core follow- 
ing of the Myrtle and Maroon, 
have won more than they 
lost, though perhaps unkind- 
ly there has been the feeling 
here that schedules were 
manipulated to make certain 
the Bears wouldn’t take on 
teams too tough. 

Incongruously, we've al- 
ways felt, Washington has 
played teams representing 
schools that couldn’t carry the 
Hilltoppers’ mortar boards, 
academically speaking, and 
in basketball has challenged 
heavily-subsidized athletic in- 
stitutions regarded as too 
nasty proselytors to be met 
in football.

Jerry Ludwig, who has a 
storehouse of bowling statis- 
tics available, said that when 
in 1941-42 the St. Louis All- 
Star League traveled to a 
total of 38 houses in an area 
stretching from St. Charles, 
Mo., to Alton, Ill, and by 
shooting twice a week com- 
piled a total of 168 games, 
Sottrell was at his best. 

“The proprietors often did 
their best to hold down the 
scores of the visiting stars 
in those days by using heavy 


pins and excessive oil on the 


lanes,” Ludwig said, “but 
that season Sottrell averaged 
205.” . . . . 

The most surprising incl- 
dent in the career of the 
man who invariably stopped 
several feet behind the foul 
line was recalled by one of 
his teammates on the Silver 
Seals, George Bobmeyer. 
That was the time Sottrell 
“fouled” during an A.B.C. 
tournament. 

“Of course he hadn't come 
anywhere near fouling—ap- 
parently the foul judge saw 
a man on a nearby alley go 
over the line and he pushed 
the button indicating a foul 
on the wrong man,” said 
Bobmeyer. “We _ protested 
the call, but they wouldn't 
change the call. It sure had 
Chris talking to himself for 
a while.”

Biologist Bellrose 


Gives Lowdown on 


High-Flying Ducks 


By James A. Kearns 


Frank Bellrose, a waterfowl specialist, 


last night told sev- 


eral hundred members of the Missouri Duck Hunters Associa- 


tion a few things they 
of their ammunition 

Ducks fly faster, higher and 
straighter than most persons 
realize, particularly when the 
birds are in a hurry to get 
from North to South on their 
annual fall migrations, Bell- 
rose said. He pointed out, for 
example, that some ducks will 
fly non-stop from their north- 
ern breeding grounds to Loui- 
siana, covering 1500 to 2000 
miles in 36 hours. 

That bit of information 
brought an audible 
from the hunters gathered at 
Hotel Ambassador - Kingsway 
for their annual dinner and 
post-season interchange of 
waterfowl] tales. 

When ducks are migrating, 
they fly at elevations of 2000 
to 3000 feet, sometimes stay- 
ing above the clouds, well out 
of range of shotguns in the 
hands of men in blinds below, 
Bellrose said. 

He should know. He has 
flown in and out of clouds with 
the birds, using a plane to 
make surveys for the [Illinois 
Natural History Survey and 
keep duck shooters advised on 
the waterfowl situation. 

Ducks’ Travels Traced. 

Using a map projected on a 
movie screen and a light ray 
for a pointer, Bellrose traced 
movements of ducks down the 
Mississippi flyway, largest of 
the four geographical flight 
routes in the United States.

Mallards Sensitive. 


Mallards, bigwigs of ducxs in 
this part of the country, 
very sensitive to disturbances. 
he said. Annoy them for a time 
and they move elsewhere, leav- 
ing hunters with empty bags. 

Refuges provide opportuni- 
ties for the birds to settle 
down, Bellrose said. The hunter 
gets his chance when the birds 
leave the protective § areas. 
sometimes moving out as far 
as 30 miles to feed. 


Bellrose injected a pessimis- | 


tic note for shooters in this 
area: Huge reservoirs being 
built along the Missouri | 


river farther north are holding 
great numbers of ducks during 
migrations. More than 1,000,000 
birds stayed in South Dakota 
last season. 

Bellrose also had a cheerful 
word: The Mississippi flyway 
has more geese than it did 100 
years ago. At the end of the 
hunting season, southern Illi- 
nois was host to 200,000 wild 
geese, compared with only 
20,000 about 15 years ago.

Some Criticism by 
Two TV Newsmen 


NEW YORK, Feb. 3. 
ERIC SEVAREID AND MARTIN AGRONSKY, Wash- 
ington commentators for the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem and National Broadcasting Co., respectively, are the 
latest individuals in television to question the industry’s 
effectiveness in handling 
news. 

Appearing in a taped 
TV presentation that was 
shown locally in Boston 
and New York, Agronsky 
cited chapter and verse 
of instances where he 
lost sponsors because of 
what he had said on the 
air. 

Sevareid, in turn, con- 
tended that television’s 
sheer size and _ cost 
were robbing the me- 
dium of courage and 
freedom of expression in 
dealing with ideas. “Big- 
ness means weakness,” 
he observed. 

The willingness of Sev- 
areid and Agronsky to 
discuss the problems of 
their craft comes only a 
few weeks after Edward R. Murrow, CBS commentator, in 
a speech in Chicago, scorchingly indicted television’s per- 
formance records.

What obviously is occurring at the moment in 
TV is both a remarkable and certainly refreshing 
development. Increasing numbers of responsible 
people within the industry—not limited to news 
but extending also to other fields—have decided 
the time has come to speak up about the medium’s 
future. And from all indications the revolt of TV’s 
own could snowball into the major television event 
of the current season. 


Sevareid and Agronsky are appearing on the program 
known as “The Press and the People,” produced by educa- 
tional station WGBH-TV, Boston, under a grant from the 
fund for the Republic. 

Agronsky said that while working for the American 
Broadcasting Co. he lost at least 21 sponsors in different 
cities because of a single broadcast about Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur. It was at the time of the general’s return to 
the United States, when he spoke before a joint session of 
Congress. Agronsky said that he had questioned “the ele- 
vated stature” accorded MacArthur at the time. 

Agronsky continued that the late Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, “was not above bringing pres- 
sure to bear on the individual sponsors, wherever the 
opportunity presented itself.” 


The two commentators voiced general agree- 
ment that in the matter of meaningful news pro- 
grams the item of cost was perhaps the major fac- 
tor. Sponsors want maximum audiences for their 
advertising dollar, they noted, and turn to the 
popular variety show rather than the news pro- 
gram, In the huge mass media, the risk is too 
great not to seek a great denominator in terms of 
audience, Sevareid said. 


He noted that CBS had reduced the number of fiews 
programs using film’ because of film's high cost; he believed 
this was a major reason for the decision to curtail Mur- 
row’s program, “See It Now.” He believed, however, that 
news programs not using film could be valuable. 

Both commentators deplored the TV practice of allow- 
ing Washington and foreign correspondents only a couple 
of minutes to deal with complex and important issues. 
While recounting the economic difficulties that inhibit 
adequate TV news, they did not spell out any pat remedies. 
But the clear inference was that it was up to stations and 
networks to meet the problem of TV news more deeply and 
realistically.

After this operation, flush 
out all loose bits of metal from 
inside the faucet and then re- 
place the spindle. 


It is also possible to repair 
a worn seat with a special little 
insert that can be purchased 
at hardware and plumbing 
stores. This fits right inside 
the faucet body over the valve 
seat. They come in assorted 
sizes to fit most standard size 
faucets.

Home Secretary’s Chance Remark Touches Off a Burst of Poetry in Praise of Public Servants 


LONDON, Feb. 3 (UPI)

NOW AND THEN we may 
hear about a godlike being 
known as Manitou (also spelled 
Manito, sometimes Manitu). 
Certain writers have spread 
the idea that all Indians prayed 
to Manitou. The truth is this 
god arose among the Algon- 
quian Indians. The Sioux, 
the Iroquois and other large 
groups of tribesmen never 
heard of him, unless by chance 
during travels. 


The Algonquian’ Indians 
included some of the natives 
of eastern and western Can- 
ada, also several New Eng- 
land tribes. A few tribes in 
this group lived south of the 
Great Lakes. 


Algonquian tribes around the 
Great Lakes had a myth which 
gave Manitou the form of a 
gigantic rabbit. -Some § said 
Manitou had used magical 
power to make the earth, and 
to fill it with wild animals 
which the Indians could hunt. 

The Algonquians believed in 
godly spirits with power over 
the moon, fire, trees and lakes. 
Their medicine men told them 
the spirits of warriors went to 
an area where they could en- 
joy excellent hunting. That be- 
lief led white men to speak 
about “the Happy Hunting 
Grounds” of the Indians. 

The religion of the Sioux 
Indians differed in several 
ways from that of the Algon- 
quain tribes. The Sioux lived 
chiefly west of the Mississip- 
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Bone knife and buffalo 
horn ladle used by Indians 
of plains.

Wisconsin. In Iowa _ today, 
Sioux City carries the name 
of this group of tribes. 
Minnesota, the Dakotas 
and Nebraska are _ other 
American states which had 
many Sioux. Saskatchewan 
and Alberta had alarge num- 
ber of them in times past, 
and several thousands live 
in those provinces today. 
The Sioux gave honor to the 
Sun Power, the Sky Power, the 
Earth Power and the Rock 
Power. Below these, but still 
important, were the Moon 
Power, the Wind Power, the 
Peace Maker, the Buffalo Pow- 
er and the Winged One.
